Burkitt protested he had not had

laws. Mr Roper informed him that 
the law had ibeen complied with by a 
letter sent to 'Burkitt by the post- 
master notifying him of the charge 
of showing disrespect to the presi- 
dent. 
The postoffice department issued

months. Among them the statement 
detailed insubordination, inefficien- 
cy, too much attention to outside af-

BUILDING OF 


NATIONAL ROAD 


IS COMPLETED 


The National road is now one of 


the best in the state. 
Contractors 


yesterday 
finished the last foot of 


work on same and 
within 
fifteen 


days the entire road will be thrown 
open to traffic. 
At the present time 


there is a half mile of the concrete, 
the last built, that can not be used 
but there is a good road along side 
the improved highway. 
The new 


road will prove a boon to autoists as 
it will mean a concrete road between 
Hebron and Zanesville with the road 
completed into Columbus early next 
year. The splendid road 
between 


here and Jacksontown and also be- 
tween this city and Linnville means 
that Newark motorists 
will spend 


much time in speeding over the new 
drive. 


Colonel George W. Crawford, 70 


years old, one of the best known 
importers and breeders of fine draft 
horses in tbe united States, died at 
12:30 o'clock this afternoon at his 
home in Sharon Valley, following an 
illness of about five 
weeks which 


followed a stroke of paralysis. 


While his death was not unex- 


pected by members of his family, it 
caused a shock in the city where the 
deceased was well and favorably 
known. 


Mr. Crawford had not been in the 


best of health for more than a year, 
but he was able to go about his farm 
and make frequent trips to this city 
when business called him here. 


The deceased had spent practical- 


ly his entire life as a stock buyer 
and shipper. 
His operations were 


confined Injater years to export and 
import business, and while thus en- 
gaged, he bought and sold thousands 
of highly bred draft animals valued 
at several millions of dollars. 


He was born June 9, 1845, in 


West Carlisle, Coshocton county, and 
was the son of John Crawford, who 
was a native of Virginia. 
He spent 


his early life in Coshocton county, 
where he secured his early education. 


For two years lie was a student at 


Denison university, Granville, and af- 
ter leaving the school he traveled ex- 
tensively through the west. 
Upon 


Ins return he purchased a farm in 
Coshocton county, near the place of 
his birth, and went into the business 
of buying and selling live stock. 


It was while thus engaged in this 


business in Coshocton county that he 
built up an extensive export trade, 
which he continued until the sup- 
ply of desirable live stock in this 
country was practically exhausted, 
through the large exportations from 
Ohio and other states. 


It was about this time that Mr. 


Crawford came to realize the need 
of fostering the breeding of 
fine 
stock in this country and he then 
became an importer instead of an 
exporter. 


Soon afterward he came to Lick- 


ing county and tooked over 
the 


available land, finally purchasing his 
present farm which has been known 
tor years as the Sharon Valley stock 
farm. 
He then 
began 
importing 


fine draft horses from (France and 
Belgium. 


This Importing business grew rap- 


idly until Mr. Crawford found 
it 


necessary to visit continental Europe 
where he could personally select the 
animals for his stock farm and for 
sale to other breeders 
throughout 
this country. 


His business continued to grow so 


rapidly that he soon was making sev- 
eral trips to and from Europe in a 
year. 
He made 
some 
CO or 
70 


round trips across the Atlantic in 
the course of his career and his ac- 
tivities ceased only when he found 
it difficult to secure desirable stock 
in foreign countries. 
Probably no man in the country 


has done so much toward improving 
the quality of draft animals as has 
Mr. Crawford, because of his 
wise 


selection of fine sires and dams from 
the best the old world had to offer. 


Animals purchased from Mr. Craw- 


ford and 
imported by him 
from 


France or Belgium have been sold to 
all parts of the 
United States 
an<3 


Canada. There were few stock farms 
of the Crawford kind in the United 
states and most of these were located 
in the West. 


On his visits to Europe, Mr. Craw- 


ford became a conspicuous figure in 
the famous horse markets of the 
continent. He oecame intimately ac- 
quainted with men prominent in state 
and agricultural affairs in Belgium 
and France. 


He was once presented to the late 


King Leopold of Belgium and was 
received at the court by the king and 
queen. From this presentation grew 
a strange friendship between the Yan- 
kee horse dealer and the European 
monarch. Later King Leopold decor- 
ated Col. Crawford with a gold medal 
conferring 
upon 
him 
the 
t'tle 


Chivelier d' orde d' Leopold. As far 
as is known this "was the only 
in 


stance when an 
American citizen 


was so decorated by any European 
monarch. The decoration was a rec 
ognition of Mr. Crawford's knowl- 
edge of horses and his service to the 
industry of horse breeding in Bel 
gium and his ability as a horseman 


Mr. Crawford is survived by his 


widow, who was Isabelle McKee and 
to whom he was married in Coshoc 
ton county in 1869. One son, Arthu 
'Burt Crawford also survives. 
Two 


other sons were born to them, Floy< 
dying at the age of 15 years 
and 


George C., who died a few years ago
